FARM MORATORIUM 


•ut Canadian savings deposits that were 


The figures _ 

given to Parliament the other day are illuminating. 

There are just over 4 million savings deposits in Cana¬ 
dian banks. In 3,766,000 of them there is not more than 
$1,000 on deposit, the average being about $110. 

Another quarter of a million of the accounts Jijive up to 
$5,000 in them. 

There are a scant 30,<H)0 accounts with more than' $5,000 
o"h deposit. 

These 4 million accounts embrace a . total of $900 
millions. __ * 

Now $900 millions is tc great deal of money. But $900, 
millions divided between 4,000,000 people is just about 
$225 per person. And $225 is hardly*riches. 

Let us see what would happen if all the savings depos¬ 
its in the banks were divided up among the 4 millions odd 
accounts. We vjjill ignore the fact that many of thfc Targe 
accounts are large because they represents the savings of 
groups of individuals who are the beneficiaries of trust 
and other fund*. If the whole sum were divided up even; 
ly among all the depositors it would amount to $340 per 


A bill introduced in Legislature in the last few days, js 
a drastic extension of thte Debt Adjustment Act. It is de¬ 
signed* for the further protection of resident farmers in 
Alberta, and covers all subsistence needs, from hospitali¬ 
zation to expenses incurred in growing a crop. The 1 
creditors will be greatly restricted in collecting, if this bill 
becomes law. It is characterized as a farm moratorium. 

Both Provincial and Federal Governments are faced 
with difficulty in evolving laws that will protect all cl&sses- 
of citizens. Recognizing that the foundation if Canada's 
structure is agriculture, they are concentrating on- that 
element of industry. Although' prices for farm products 
are much better than they were two and three years ago, 
they are still liar below the prices that existed when many 
farm obligations were contracted. Some form of relief in 
the matter of these‘obligations is apparently necessary, 
but the plan contemplated by the government is drastic. 
It provides one class with a measure of relief from obli¬ 
gations, without carrying the same principle into all clas¬ 
ses. *

My sole idea in applying for 
the '-license was in complying with 
the la)w. Why was it rejected?

More than JO,000 provincial tele¬ 
phones were disconnected last year, 
while there were 5,448 connected in 
the same period, according to infor¬ 
mation given the Legislature by Hon. 
Geo. Hoadley, minister of telephones. 
The telephones disconnected were 
made up of $7,842 urban and 2,805 
rtlral. Those connected comprised 
4,983 urban and 465 rural. 

At Dec. 31 last, 57,877 telephones 
were in use in the province under the 
provincially-owned system. Arrears 
on 4,646 urban telephones in use 
amounted to $33,218 at the end of 
last year; while the arrears on 5,854 
rural machines in use amounted to 
$92,358. 

Non-subscribers’ outstanding ac¬ 
counts amounted to $267,398 on rural 
lines at the end of last year, while 
thebe was $22,609 on urban lines. 

About 2,416 miles of provincial 
telephone wires have been taken 
down, states the minister. Of this, 
130 miles were long distance and 
2,286 rural. 

The minister estimates that 600 
miles of rural line cannot be sold to 
mutual companies, and will have to 
be cut down.
